OF FLORIDA. 


Interesting Revelations Disclosed by 
Recent Explorations.

VESSELS FOR FUNERALS. 
Still more remarkable is the practice 
which seems to have become pretty gen- 
eral in Florida, of making vessels espec- 
ially for burial purposes; first in close 
imitation of the real vessels, but with 


open bases so that they did not need to 


be broken or “killed” when inhumed, and 
at the same time did not encourage rob- 
bery; and, second, of such rude work- 
manship and eccentric forms that no in- 
dustrial or ordinary use could be made of 
them by anyone. 

Another view may be taken of this 
group of exceptional facts. It may be 
noted, first, that the perforating and 
making of perforated vessels, used for 
burial, and the placing of sherds shaped 
and unshaped, with the dead, is confined 
mainly, at least, to Florida and the Gulf 
coast, and that these practices pertain 
to comparatively recent times, Further, 
itmay be observed that articles of Europ- 
ean make, Venetian beads, Spanish olive 
jars, articles of metal, etc., are found in 
many mounds of this region, thus indi- 
cating the very general practice of mound- 
building during the period following the 
arrival of the Spanish — a period extend- 
ing over a hundred years or more. 


Considering these points, I und u- 


gest the idea that possibly this Whole 
group of extraordinary mortuary prac- 
tices may have grown up in post-Colum- 
bian times. The most prolific source of 
gain known to the Spanish were the 
cemeteries of the aborigines, and the 
seekers of El Dorado and the Fountain 
of Life were the princes of grave robbers. 
It will be but natural that people possess- 
ing the ready resources of the Southern 
Indians, finding the graves of their fath- 
ers rudelessly desecrated by the invaders 
in their mad search for gold and pearls, 
should, while still preserving the spirit 
of their mortuary customs, cease to con- 
sign to the ground any article of real 
value. Notwithstanding the seeming im- 
probability of this theory, for the time 
appears too short to have permitted the 
construction of such numerous and im- 
portant works. It will be conceded that 
the inroads of hordes of avaricious and 
merciless strangers must: have exercised 
a powerful influence on the habits and 
customs of the native tribes, and such 
Phenomena as these mentioned would 
seem not an unnatural result. 
As to the use of earthern vessels as re- 
eeptaeles for the bones and ashes of the 
In the 
Appalachian district to the north it was 
a somewhat usual practice to place the 
bones, or portion of the bones, of de- 
ceased persons, in large vases which were 
carefully covered with a lid or inverted 
bow! when buried.

Frank Hamilton Cushing has made ex- 
Ploration of an “Ancient Culture World 
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of the Sea, and Empire of Shell-Age Men, 
in the Ten Thousand Islands and the 
Keys of the Coast of Florida.” Accord- 
ing to his account, the great shell cita- 
dels of this ancient people have been for- 
est-clad mounds, and their pile dwellings 
have been buried in peat bogs for many 
centuries. But their ways of life — their

—are now revealed, almost as though 
of yesterday, in the veritable relies 
brought back to the Museum of the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

In describing one of the most import- 
ant discoveries, near Tarpon Springs, 
Mr. Cushing says: When De Soto first 
came to this land he encountered the 
fierce Hirnihigua, and only a few miles 
further northward, the undoubtable and 
mysterious Appalachees — the land 
through which De Soto's predecessor, 
Narvarez, had striven so hopelessly to 
pass; through which, with better success, 
yet all disastrously, he marched his mail- 
clad knights and dauntless soldiers more 
than 350 years ago. The brusque, yet 
picturesque chronicles of these expedi- 
tions read today like romances of the 
days of chivalry, and tell us that in 
those times populous nations of dusky, 
fairly civilized natives, ruled by king- 
like chieftains, held all the land both to 
the northward and to the southward.

N. S. A. Convention. 


Thursday Morning, Oct. 18. 


(Continued from Last Issue.) 


The first order of business was the 
reading of communications, There was 
a letter from J. C. Underhill, Addie L. 
Ballou, A. A. McIntyre, two letters in- 
viting the next meeting to come to Mil- 
waukee, Wis., telegram from G. C. B. 
Ewell, telegram from Mr. Burnham, of 
Conn., and a letter from Hon. J. B. 
Townsend, They were referred to the 
Committee on Communications consist- 
ing of G. W. Kates, Dr. Hilligoss, Dr. 
Sherman, Mrs. C. A. Sprague and Mrs. 
J. W. Storrs. 

The committee on Auditing reported 
that the accounts of the Secretary, Treas- 
urer and President had been thoroughly 
examined, that itemized accounts had 
been presented and found correct and 
they highly commended them for the able 
manner in which the accounts have been 
kept. 

Mr. Locke said he thought it was the 
“shortest report ever presented to any 
Convention for there was nothing in the 
accounts but what could be endorsed.” 

Mr. Bond wished the Secretary to read 
in detail the amount of $776.32 charged 
for traveling expenses of the Trustees. 
Mrs. Longely read the items showing 
that the expenses were for the Trustees’ 
expenses including the last Convention 
at Chicago and the expenses to the 

Wr reeling “as cen as THe” 
President’s traveling expenses while he 
was on his trips. After this item was 
read Mr. Locke stated that in the Pres- 
ident’s account could be found every item 
even down to the pennies spent for cros- 


sing a river and meals as low as 35 
cents which, while traveling, was very 
cheap and ended by saying: “I never, 


in all my experience, saw so complete 
an account as our President has given 


” 


us. 
THE COMMITTEE ON AMENDMENTS 
was then in order. The amendment to 
make the Conventions biennial instead 
of annual was voted down by an almost 
unanimous vote. 

The second amendment created quite a 
discusslon, It was: “Any good Spirit- 
ualist paying $100 into the treasury of 
the N. S. A. shall be entitled a life mem- 
bership with a right to vote in its busi- 
ness transactions.“ A number of amend- 
ments were proposed but none were ac- 
ceptable. Prof, Lockwood did not wish 
to have the membership thrown open to 
a standard of dollars; Mrs. Cadwallader 
supported the amendment saying that a 
person who lived where there was no 
society should have an opportunity 
of joining the N. S. A. on a representa- 
tive basis. 

Mr. Wiggin stated that he objected 
to the amendment on the ground that 
‘Gt was on the rock of individual mem- 
bership that the former N. 8. A. was 
broken, If you wish to break it again, 
repeat history.“ 

Moses Hull said that che was the one 
who proposed the individual membership. 
That it was a mistaken idea that it 
broke up the old Association and that 
we could as well have five or ten thous- 
and dollars additional each year from 
individual membership as not.“ 

Mr. Mayer warned ‘‘against individual 
memberships. If a Spiritualist wanted 
to give anything he would do it without 
if he had the good of Spiritualism at 
heart. Don’t put the Association into 
the hands of any man or set of moneyed 
men, Run the Association for the bene- 
fit of humanity.” W. H. Bach said: 
“The amendment says ‘any good Spirit-

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ualist.“ I would like to know who is 
to be the judge of that goodnsss? If I 
understand the old Association correctly 
an unpopular person who had a nutnber 
of friends at the Convention who took 
individual memberships, elected her to the 
office of president and the Association 
never held another meeting.“ 

A later proposition to allow contribut- 
ing members a voice in the proceedings 
of the Convention but not a vote was 
lost on the ground that “there was too 
much talking already. 

A question having arisen as to the 
right of one person to vote more than 
once as the representative of several so- 
cieties suggested an amendment provid- 
ing that no delegate shall represent more 
that one society on the floor of the Con- 
vention or cast more than one vote on 
any question, 

Mrs. Cadwallader attempted to secure 
an amendment to this entire clause as 
amended by substituting “No delegate 
shall represent more than one society or 
cast ony than one vote on any ques- 
tion.“ This would shut out proxy repre- 
sentation entirely and it was lost. It is 
but justice to Mrs. Cadwallader to state 
that the position she took on this mat- 
ter and insisting upon representing four 
societies and voting for each was that 
she is opposed to the proxy system and 
attempted to make it so obnoxious that 
it would be abolished. The majority of 
the delegates, however, decided that 
proxies are necessary until the states cam 
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Lu amendment to the Constitution 
providing for the election of three trus- 
tees for terms of one, two and three 
years, thus not taking the chances of 
having an entirely new Board each vear, 
was recommended to the next convention 

An attempt to change the By-Laws so 
as to make a donation to the N. S. A. 
optional and not compulsory was de- 


. feated, 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON, 
The report of the Committee on Amend- 
ments as amended was adopted as a 


whole. 
The special order for election of officers 
was then in order. pan 


To prevent the charges that had been 
made in previous years that the Conven- 
tion had been packed, it was proposed 
to take an informal vote. As a result 
H. D. Barrett received 69 the balance be- 
ing scattering, no one receiving over 
three votes. The informal ballot was 
then made formal and unanimous. 

Thos. M. Locke was then selected as 
Vice President and while the ballots was 
were being counted Mrs. M. T. Longley 
was re-elected Secretary by acclamation, 
Theodore J. Mayer was re-elected treas- 
urer by acclamation and the Trustees 
were re-elected with the exception of Mr. 
E. W. Bond, who declined to be a candi- 
date. His place was taken by Mr, C. L. 
Stevens, of Pittsburg, who received two 
more votes than did Mrs, Carrie E. S 
Twing. 

Mr. Bond then moved that the Trus- 
tees pay their own expenses to, from 
and at the conventions, but the motiom 
was lost. The finance Committee occu-- 
pied the balance of the afternoon to good! 
advantage to the treasury.

most in progressive thought, 

1. Resolved, That Spiritualim teaches 
that there is a spiritual world of vary- 
ing grades in co-relation with this world, 
which is as tangible and real to those 
living in that world as the earth is to 
us, i 

2. Resolved, That Spiritualism teach- 
es that the event called death is not dis- 
aistrous nor a penalty for sin, but an 
event as natural as birth, and caleu» 
lated to let us into a world with unlim- 
ited possibilities. 

3. Resolved) That there is a higher 
system of ethics than has as yet been 
recognized by state or church; that when

sionary reports were made by E. W. 
Sprague, G. W. Kates, Zaida B. Kates, 
Tillie Reynolds, Mrs. C. A. Sprague, Mrs. 
Cnrran and Mrs. Longley for Virginia 
Barrett. A few minutes remaining before 
the noon hour, John Eggleston, of New 
York, was allotted the time for a ten 
minutes speech. 
FRIDAY AFTERNOON. 


The report of the Committee on Dele- 
gates’ Reports was read by Mrs. Cad- 
wallader. She reported that only about 
forty out of two hundred societies had 
made reports. A change in the manner 
of calling for such reports was suggested 
and the suggestion was approved. 

Local societies were reported very 
weak and it was suggested that the N. 
S. A. should make an effort to strength- 
en them. Approved. 

The financial condition was shown to 
be very low. Some reported only $10 
received during the year. 

Some give receipts of $100 while two 
or three gave receipts in accordance with 
what they should be to conduct a suc- 
cessful society. The memberships ranged 
from 7, the minimum, to several hun- 
dred. 

The committee recommended that the 
societies should be encouraged. to send 
more complete reports and to extend 
their scope of work. B. B. Hill suggest- 
ed that a printed circular should be sent 
out to societies with instructions as to 
the desires and aims of the N. S. A. re- 
garding these reports which was accept- 
ed and adopted. 


Camp Meeting Associations had not 
done much for the N. S. A. the past 
year. The M. V. S. A. paid their back 
dues and Onset raised 8400. State As- 
sociations of California, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Connecticut and Mas- 
sachusetts report good progress and en- 
couraging prospects. Minnesota seems 
to be the Banner State, as they have 
taised nearly $2000 during the year, 
nearly all of which was expended for 
missionary work. Great credit was giv- 
en to Mr. and Mrs. Kates for this suc- 
cessful condition. The committee men- 
tioned especially Mr. and Mrs. G. W. 
Kates and Mr. and Mrs. E. W. Sprague 
and stated that a few such workers 
would soon build up good societies 
through the country. The other state 
associations reported mass meetings but 
no extensive missionary efforts. 


In California a number of mass meet- 
ings and a very successful state conven- 
ion was held. They have recently come 
into possession of The Sleeper Trust 
Fund” with which a building has been 
purchased at San Jose. The Association 
had been called on to defend workers 
from unjust onslaughts and had been 
successful. 


That portion of the president’s report 
pertaining to missionaries was referred 
to this committee and they recommended 
the adoption of that portion and sug- 
gested that it be placed in the hands of 
the board of trustees with power to ap- 
point, and that these missionaries be re- 
quested to solicit donations and receive 
funds to meet the expenses, but that the 
expenses and salary of these missionaries 
be guaranteed and paid by the N. S. A. 

The recommendations were adopted. 

On motion of W. J. Hull, H. D. Bar- 
rett was unanimously selected as a spec- 
ial missionary, to devote his whole time 
to the work, at a salary to be fixed by 
the Board of Trustees. 


Mrs. Twing, who was appointed a 
Special committee to look up the Jubilee 
deficit at the last Convention made her 
report. She said that she had been un- 
able to make any decided movement in 
the matter. She had asked a number who 
took part in the Jubilee if they would 
hot pay their own hotel bills, thus reduc- 


mg the amount, but in nearly every case 


met with a decided refusal. She asked 
that the matter be placed in the hands 
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of the Board of Trustees to handle as 
seemed best to them. 

This created quite a discussion but the 
finale of it was that it seemed to be the 
prevailing opinion of the delegates that 
the N. S. A. was morally but nor legal- 
ly liable for the debt. It was referred to 
the incoming Board with instructions to 
act upon it. 

Mrs. Warne moved that Moses Hull be 
made the champion of debates and dis- 
cussions where Spiritualism was involved 
with ministers, etc. This was unani- 
mously approved. 

W. J. Hull moved that the Secretary’s 
salary be increased to $1200 per year, 
but Mrs. Longley opposed the raise say- 
ing that the N. S. A. could not afford it. 
The salary was therefore left at $1000. 

Dr. A. B. Spinney’s proposition of an 
endowment bed in the hospital at a very 
low figure was referred to the incoming 
Board. 

Several suggestions for amendments 
were met with the statement that the 
By-Laws of the Association had been so 
changed that they were not in proper 
shape and were improperly worded. It 
was therefore decided to appoint the 
President, Vice-President and Secretary 
as a committee to revise them. 

The next question was regarding the 
place for the next Convention. Milwau- 
kee, Wis., Buffalo, N. Y., Washington, 
D. C., were the aspirants. Washington 
was selected in order that the delegates 
might be present at the dedication ser- 
vices of the headquarters. 

The National Lyceum Association was 
then in order. A report has already been 
given. The President then announced 
that the N. S. A. Convention of 1900 
was adjourned sine die.

HYPNOTIZED A TRIO 
THREE MILES AWAY. 


Citizens of Waterbury, Conn., are all 
talking about Joseph C. Lang, who hyp- 
notized three young men by telephone. 
The subjects were three miles away, but 
he put them to sleep with ease. 

Lang works for the Scovil Manufac- 
turing Company, and he has studied 
hypnotism for more than a year. He 
was in Kiesel’s drug store, at North 
Main and East Farm Streets, when he 
declared that he could put men in a hyp- 
notic sleep by talking to them through 
the telephone. His friends scoffed, then 
hurridly called together three of Lang’s 
subjects — all young men—at McCar- 
thy’s drug store, on Main Street, near 
West Clay nearly three miles from Kie- 
sel’s. With the subjects were a dozen 
of Lang’s friends, the scoffers; also a 
leading physician of Waterbury, whose 
dignity compels him to withhold his 
name from publication. Several of 
these men spoke to Lang over the 
wire, and there were witnesses in Kiesel’s 
drug store to certify that he was actual- 
ly there. 3

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> MRS. SARAH A. BURTIS. 


A Pioneer of Cassadaga Camp, 
Passes Away at Rochester. 


Sarah Anthony Burtis died at the 
home of her daughter, Mrs. M. B. Log- 
an, No. 91 Manhattan street, Rochester, 
N. V., at 4 o'clock Monday afternoon. 
October 29th, in the ninetieth year of 
her age. 

The death of Mrs. Burtis followed a 
general breaking up of all the forces of 
life which began about four weeks before. 
She was conscious until the last. The 
vitality which for years had borne her 
up sustained her to the end. Last Feb- 
ruary she fell in her room, dislocating 
her hip. Physicians thought at the time 
that she would never recover, but she 
regained the use of the injured muscles, 
and was able to walk again. 

In many ways Mrs. Burtis was a most 
remarkable woman, and the history of 
her life reads like a chapter from the his- 
tory of woman’s progress in the last 
century. She was born in Saratoga, 
December 14, 1810, of Quaker parents. 
She received in her girlhood what was 
an excellent education for a young wo- 
man of that period. She married in 
1839, Lewis Burtis of Saratoga, who 
was also of the quaker faith, and in the 
same autumn they came to Rochester, 
making the journey by canal. They were 
four days enroute. Early in life she be- 
came interested in the slavery question, 
and was an ardent abolitionist. Her 
home was one of the stations on 
the underground railroad by which slaves 
from the South were sent to Canada, 
and was headquarters for the noted ab- 
olitionists of that time, as they journ- 
eyed about the country endeavoring to 
arouse public sentiment in behalf of the 
slaves. 

At her home she entertained William 
Lloyd Garrison, Wendell Phillips. Fred- 
erick Douglass, Oliver Johnson, members 
of the Hutchinson family and other no- 
ted reformers of that time. When the 
first suffrage meeting was held in Roch- 


ester in 1848. Mrs. Burtis acted as seere- - 


tary. She was not the regularly elected 
secretary, but was chosen for the place, 
when it was found that the voice of the 
secretary was not sufficient for the re- 
quirements of the situation. Since that 
time Mrs. Burtis had been actively inter- 
ested in woman's suffrage. 

In 1854 Mrs. Burtis sought and ob- 
tained for an acquaintance the first po- 
sition ever held by a saleswoman in 
Rochester. In 1848 she was attracted 
by the demonstrations of the Fox sis- 
ters. She became interested in them. In 
a brief autobiography Mrs. Burtis wrote 
that she became more firmly wedded to 
this than to other reforms.” 

For nineteen years it was her custom 
to spend the summers at Cassadaga 
Camp, last summer being the first she 
had missed in that length of time. Her 
winters she divided between her daught- 
ers, Mrs. Logan of Rochester and Mrs. 
T. V. Dickinson, of Niagara Falls, until 
the lagter's death in February. 

She retained her youthful spirit and 
vivacity to a remarkable degree. She 
kept up with the times, and was famil- 
iar with the great questions of public in- 
terest. She was one of the most inter- 
ested spectators at the convention held 
in Rochester last November of the New 
York State Federation of Women's 
Clubs. 

Mrs. Burtis“ only surviving daughter 
is Mrs. Logan, with whom she made her 
home. She is survived by two grand- 
daughters, Mrs. Edward M. Wood, of 
Denver, and Mrs. Charles C. Robinson, 
of Chicago, and by three great-grand- 
sons. 

The arrangements for the funeral were 
in accordance with her requests, The 
services were conducted at the home of 
her daughter, Rev. Mr. Bacon, of Niag- 
ara falls, officiating. The remains were 
taken to Buffalo Crematory and inciner- 
ated.

cogees, Choctaws, and Creeks, Natchez, 
and other historic nations or tribal con- 
federates of our Southern States. The 
Spaniards tell us that they marched 
through their great fields of corn, beans, 
melons, pumpkins, potatoes, and rams, 
ever and anon coming upon the well- 
built cabins and hamlets of these people, 
or desperately storming some one of 
their greater central towns of shapely 
flat-roofed houses. Some of their towns 
were set in the midst of wild morasses 
approached only by narrow canve chan- 
nels or hazardous causeways, often lead- 
ing over bridges of floating logs. Where 
these cities stood are marsh-bordered 
hammocks today. 

“Others stood on headlands, near riv- 
ers, or in the midst of the tidewater 
plain, clustered around great mounds or 
platforms, aloft upon which were perched 
alike the massive temples and the huge 
assembly halls of their Micos or rulers 
and priestly counselors. They were sur- 
rounded by heavily timbered pallisades, 
plastered inside and out with painted 
clay stucco, as, indeed, were the similarly 
built houses, some so arranged that they 
could shelter all of the families of a num- 
erous clan or ward; others built separate- 
ly but in groups for lesser households. 

Mr. Cushing found many relics to ver- 
ify the truthfulness of this description. 
He adds: At the edge of the village of 
Tarpon Springs I found a low mound 60 
feet in diameter, that had been ruthlesly 
dug over by relic hunters, and was said 
to have produced only a few human 
bones and some broken fragments of pot- 
tery. But the character of the debris of 
these diggings encouraged me to have a 
slight excavation made, and this revealed 
the fact that the mound was many cen- 
turies old and had been built originally 
within a deeply hollowed basin—a make- 
believe lake, as it were—and when used 
had been surrounded by a water-filled 
channel or moat. 


A RICH FIND. 


— —E—therefore—surmised that beneath 


these casual diggings many undisturbed 
human remains and relics of the objects 
sacrificed therewith would be found, and 
that these would reveal to me a later 
an inland phase of the life of the old 
Key Building People of the Gulf. I at 
once secured men, and began trenching 
the mound from side to side. Objects of 
rare interest were speedily found that en- 
couraged a prosecution of the excava- 
tions for more than two months. Thus 
the little mound was explored from bor- 
der to border. As a result, more than 
600 skeletons were encountered, and per- 
haps the largest quantity of pottery, 
stone, and other objects of art, ever 
gathered from a single mound of equal 
size. 

“Some of the vessels were carved, and 
they were unique and showed plainly, in 
common with the stamped forms, their 
descent from carved wooden dishes, such 
as later were actually found to the 
southward. Upon one of them was rep- 
resented the fish-like mask of the fisher- 
man who owned it, and also two seines, 
symbolizing all the modes of taking fish, 
known to its owner — that drinking from 
it he might fare better in his quest for 
his food of the sea. 

“There were bowls, too, and vases, 
with other strange, mask-like forms elab- 
orately outlined upon them; one shapely 
and tall, with the visage of a god — for 
all the world like a Central American 
decoration — and another and exquisite 
bow! with a grinning, highly convention- 
alized face of the Cougar or wild cat 
delicately traced upon it among bird- 
from areabesques not yet excelled for 
beauty of execution on any other origi- 
nal vessel that I have ever seen. 

“A study of these curious forms of or- 
namental investure, so to call it, will go 
far, not merely toward telling us the 
story of the lives and thoughts of these 
old-time potters, and of how they deriv- 
ed their art, butjalso toward telling us 
the meaning of savage or primitave art 
on the utensils of early folks everywhere; 
and for this reason I saved every scrap 
of pottery I recovered and spent months 
in putting it together.”
